Favorites Prove Deluders and 
Bring Woe to Their Followers. 



George Starr Wakes Up and Wins 
a Race in Which Blackie Daw 
Buns Like a Trotter. 



DARK HORSE IS VICTORIOUS 



Easily Triumphs Over Jeg and Copper Demon 
at Laurel Park. 



LATONIA. Ky., October 7.— The last half of the 
afternoon found adverse weather here and a 
steadily changing track in favor of mud runners. 
I'he accompanying ooid with the rain made it dis- 
agreeable for the big throng that again visited 
I Ionia. Eariier in the afternoon it was promising 
for enjoyable sport and several of the dashes 
brought to the post well matched ones. Surprises 
were frequent, however, as the accompaniment of 
several form reversals. 

That of George Starr in the sprint handicap 
was the most nuticeable. In his previous race he 
was beaten easily fcy a somewhat less pretentious 
band than he mot this afternoon, hut in his ra<*e 
today he showed fine speed from the outset and 
turned seeming defeat into victory after Rapid 
Day had headed him a sixteentli from the finish. 
Rapid Day also ran a good race and accounted 
for second place, w’ith Mile. Dazie third. | 

While George Starr’s winning was of the re- 
versal order, the race of Blackie Daw was more 
so, f«»r he failed to figure prominently in any part 
of the race and finislied far back. The old wom-ont 
and stereotj'ped plirnse *‘lle has been running in 
long races and it has dulled his speed for sprints” 
was probably the alibi in his case. Repeatedly this 
claim has been pfoved a fallacy. 

Anetlier form somersault came with. tl>e vict<»iy 
of GiiaJBaaUeed in « the second dash. An ordiu^rry 
iMind met her, but they were decidedly an im- 
provement over those Guaranteed lias started against 
and she was favorite in lier last previous race when 
ridden by R. McDermott. Hhe triumphed over Fnr- 
tielow, hut at that lier success was acliieved In 
lucky fashion and probably more the result of the 
lack of experience of Tarke, who had the iiionnt 
•m Furbelow. 

In keeping with the gkwimy conditions were the 
iiio<jds of the speculative brigade at the close of 
the uflornoon for favorites were decidedly elusive 
and met with a coraplet»> Waterloo). Their dowu- 
f.ills beg-an in the first race when Meliora brought 
up in the rear of the first three at the finish. The 
winner here was Diana from Sam Ueh and Flnzey. 
l’«M)I’s riding of Meliora was none too brilliant. 

PLENTY OF ROUGH RIDING. 

Our Betsy had the call in the second race, a 
dash pf one mile for two-year-olds, but her elimina- 
tion teme at the start when she wheeled and was 
left standing. This race was marked by an over- 
abundance of ruugb riding, all the starters in 
buck of the winner, Thibmlaux. the extreme outsider, 
suffering witli Megan worst of all, for she was al- 
most thrown several times by interference. Thi- 
budaux came across from an outer imsition on the 
first turn and tlie advantage he secured resulted 
in his victory over Lieut. Colonel with Blue Deep 
following. 

Dodge was thouglit to be benefited by the chang- 
ing track. The drizzle which had l>egun while the 
liorves wore at the barrier in the fourth race had 
pnt a 8lip|>eiy surface on the course, but the foot- 
ing was still firm, as indicated by the mile and a 
sixteenth in 1:46 that Easteside accomplished in 
heating Dodge. The latter showed fine speed in 
leading until in the last seventy yards, where the 
lightly-weighted Easteside overhauled him. 

.Tockey A. Paul, on Young Adam, was suspended 
for five days by the stewards for rough riding. 

.Tockey Gregory was suspended for three days by 
the starter for disobedience at the post. 

Jack Phillips will ship Guy, Pit and four other 
horses to the New Orleans Fair Grounds next Tues- 
day. 

T. F. Bornman will also send some of his horses 
with the Phillips consignment. 

With only u named list of six starters in the 
T^gtonia Cup, at two miles and a quarter, having 
its decision tomorrow, the race does not measure 
up to its standard in other years. There is regret 
over the absence of some of the long-distance stars 
expected to go. The race, however, is promising 
from the fact that the field is well matched and 
a closely and stubbornly fought battle should re- 
sult. 

A special train of eight horse cars left Friday 
morning bound for Churchill Downs. Included in 
the consignment were the stables of W. Dondas, A. 

F. Dayton, J. H. Moody and Frank Rector. Another 
large shipment will go forward Saturday morning. 

K. T. West has arranged to campaign his good 
bread winner Tipi>o Sahib in Cuba through tho com- 
ing winter. 

G. W. Schilling, who is visiting the various rac- 
ing centers in the interest of the winter race meet- 
ing at Tijuana, was an arrival here Friday. He 
expects to remain until Sunday. 



WORLD WIDE KNOWN TURFMAN DEAD 



An internationally know’ii veteran sportsman, 
William H. Cheppu, died suddenly from acute indi- 
gestion on Tuesday at the Waldorf-Astoria in New 
York. Mr. Cheppu was seventy-five years old and 
was apparently in good health. Fifteen years ago 
he managed the racing stable of the late W. K. 
Vanderbilt, which campaigned in England and 
France. Prior to that he race<l in South Africa, 
Australia and New Zealand. In 1887 Mr. Cliepiui, 
in partnership with D. T. Pulsifer, bought a year- 
liog pained Tenney, which became famous in racing 
cirdes in those days. 



LAUREL, Md., October 7. — The handicap at one 
mile and a sixteenth attracted the most attention 
at Laurel Park this afternoon and resulted in an 
easy victory for Dark Horse, the son of Ballot de- 
feating Jeg, Copper Demon and Montalvo. The start 
was a good one and Stirling sent Dark Horse to the 
front with a rush, with Jeg in close pursuit, while 
Montalvo led Copper Demon. The field raced this 
way until the turn for home was reached, where 
Cop|>er Demon, which bad been running sluggishly, 
w’ent to tile outside of Jeg and made a determined 
bid when opposite the eighth post, but was une<]ual 
to the task of overtaking the winner. The Quincy 
Stable’s color-bearer closed with a rush on the out- 
side and was going the fastest of all at the end. 
The winner was well supported by the talent and his 
victory was a popular one. 

Another ideal day contributed to the comfort of 
Laurel patrons this afternoon and big fields of 
well -matched horses faced the starter in a majority 
of the races, providing racing of a spirited order 
throughout. 

E. B. ^IcLean’s colors were carried in front all 
the way in tlie second race by Charlie Summy, the 
five -year -old son of Assagai being master of the 
situation at all stages. He displayed keen .speed 
and liad plenty in reserve at the finish. Tlcacey 
was second and Gath third. 

Hillsdale, from the J. R. Skinker barn, was 
favorite in the first race and should have w'on it. 
That lie did not was mainly the fault of his rider, 

L. Coney. The boy sent Hillsdale to the front with 
the rise of the barrier and urged him on at top 
speed, with the result that lie was five lengths to 
the good before half the distance was run. Instead 
of giving the horse a breathing spell Coney never 
let up and Hillsdale had no reserve speed left when 
Coltiletti challenged with Sword. The inevitable 
hap^ued, the tired out Hillsdale rebelled when 
punished and quit in tho last eighth. Sword, after a 
brief clash, drawing clear at the end. The Venge- 
ance ran well and was a gocKl third.

AFTER MARYLAND FUTURITY 



Morvich, Kai-Sang, St. Henry and Other Stars 
to Contest for Big Prize. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., October 7. — With the end of 
the inetro|K)lltan racing seas«>n rapidly approaching 
trainers on the New York circuit who liave eligibles 
for the Maryland Futurity of $40,000 added in their 
stables are hard at work preparing their charges 
for that valuable stake. 

Morvich, the champion two-year-old, will meet 
the Rancocaa Stable’s Kai-Sang, which he has 
beaten in all previous races where the pair started, 
and also Mont fort Jones’ St. Henry, half brother to 
Sir Martin and Sir Burton, which is regarded as 
a worthy opixnient for the son of Runnymede. Mor- 
vich was not eligible for the Futurity run at Bel- 
mont Park, which was won by Bunting, and St. 
Henry was eliminated from starting in that race 
through an error. Kai-Sang developeil an ailment a 
few days before the race and was unable to start. 

Deaillock will be St. Henry’s running mate in the 
Montfort Jones* colors for the big Maryland stake 
J. B. Madden’s Surf Rider, the Lexington Stable’s 
Missionary^ and My Play, C. A. Stoneham’s Monday 
Morning aiid the Foreign Stable’s Firm Friend are 
among the other starters which are being pointed 
for the Maryland Futurity. 

Trainer Fred Burlew said at Jamaica today that 
he is anxious to give New Yorkers another sight 
of Morvich before the close of racing here, but 
that the colt has been in constant training since 
spring and needs a short layoff from heavy train 
ing before the running of the Maryland Futurity. 
He added, however, that he may start the Runny- 
mede colt on a metropolitan track before the close 
of the fall season, although he has not as yet 
come to any definite decision in this regard. Mor- 
vich in u three -eighths work-out today went the 
first eighth in 11, the second in 11%. He was 
pulled up through the lust quarter mile and finislied 
the half in 51%. 

J. E. Madden, breeder of St. Henry, thinks so 
highly of the colt that he believes he has a good 
chance of beating Morvich. 

W. Wallace’s Horologe, which won his first 
start at Aqueduct recently, and J. E. Widener’s 
Runantell are other probable starters in the Mary 
land Futurity.

LAUREL, Md., October 7. — At the close of the 
Laurel meeting John F. Schorr will sever his con- 
nections with Edward B. Mcl^ean, for whom he has 
!s*«n training for the last two years. Mr. Mc- 
Lean is not taking the keen interest this season 
that he has shown in the tlioroughbred sport in 
other years. Hchorr will probably try Lis hand 
at training a public stable. 



WINDSOR, Ont., October 7. — Mnd runners had 
an opportunity of showing their specialty at Kenil- 
worth this afternoon. Conditions were suitanle for 
horses that run well on a heavy track and while 
the fields were small they were well matched and 
stirring contests were in order, the finishes in a 
majority of the races being close enough to leave 
the winner in doubt until in the last few strides. 

Lucky B. showed a good performance in the after- 
noon feature, a handicap at three-quarters, In which 
he c.'irried top weight. He was a bit fractious at 
the barrier, but was off in the lead when the 
webbing was sprung. In the first half mile he 
forced a terrific pace for the going and wore Hildur 
down, to win drawing cle.'ir by three parts of a 
length. Hildur was probably best. He left the 
post flatfooted, while the winner was away quickly 
and in his stride. 

H. Tullett’s Nellie Lemon, after a dozen attempts, 
finally managed to graduate from the nonwinning 
ranks when she beat Playwright by a half length 
in a driving finish in the first race. The latter 
looked all over the winner when he mslied into a 
big lead on the far turn, but tired when challengetl 
and gave way to the Harrigan filly in the last few 
strides. Brynthona, the Ross representative, was 
third, racing close up throughout without any mis- 
haps. 

The California-bred Honeywood filly Plnntoon won 
the second race. She showed the most speed all the 
way, but was hard pressed at the end by the fast 
closing Spiigs, wliich Just failed to get up after a 
terrific stretch drive. 

Jim Arthur furnished a surprise and a decided 
upset when his lightly weighted Martinet filly 
North Shore romped home an easy winner in the 
♦bird race, paying $23.95 for $2 in tlie mutuels. 
Mary Reigel and Sister Flo were equal favorites 
for this race, but both ran in the rear throughout, 
while Norlli Sliore led the procession from the rise 
of tlie Imrrier and was three lengths in front of 
General Agra monte at the end. 

DECKMATE WINS BY INCHES. 

The Buxton brothers were successful in tlie 
fourth race, a dash of a mile and a sixteenth. 

M. Buxton riding C. Buxton’s Dcckmate to victory. 
However, it was a narrowly achieved success, 
only a nos;* separating the winner from Mistress 
Polly. Deckniate meed into an immense lead in 
the first half and it looked like it was all over 
but ihe shouting when he suddenly tired and was 
lucky to outlast tlie fast coming Fountain mare. 

At the close of the nieetirig Joseph McLennan will 
leave for Maryland to prepare the condition book for 
tlie Bowie meeting. He will also fill his usual 
positions at the New Orleans tracks next winter. 

M. N. Macfarlan goes from here to Louisville. 
Mr. Macfarlan has not as yet made any engage- 
ments for the coming winter. 

Jockeys Johnny McTaggart and C. Lane will be 
on hand at Laurel on Thursday next to accept 
mounts. 

In the consignment which will leave here for 
Maryland at the conclasion of the Kenilworth meet- 
ing will be the horses owned by A. C. Niehaus, C. 
Head Smith, James Arthur, Blair Mock, P. C. 
Julian, J. M. Collins, A. C. Alexandra and A1 
Schofield with the division of the stable that J. 
K. Ij. Ross is racing here. 

W. C. Weant and W. Walker ship from here 
direct to the Tijuana course. 

W. A. Crawford, who is making Jockey E. Tay- 
lor’s engagements, will probably ship his horses 
from here to Cuba. In that event the latter will 
accompany him to Oriental Park. 

D. A. Campbell was fined $50 by the stewards 
for abuse of the badge privilege.

A three-quarters mile dash for Canadian-breds 
which held the place of interest on the card, re- 
sulted in Dependence scoring her second straight vic- 
tory at the track. Dependence raced Last Chance 
into defeat after repeated challenges and the latter 
had a good maigin over the fast-closing Allies Way. 

St. Just also made it two straight at the meeting 
by taking the best band of sprinters of the day 
into camp over the three-quarters route in the 
fourth race. St. Just saved ground at the stretch 
turn when Norfolk Belle and Split Silk bore out 
and was going away in the final strides. 

May’s Bob emerged from the maiden class by 
winning the opening dash in a game finish from 
Pam Lawrence. 

Patrick O’Connell, a stable man in the employ of

SAN DIEGO, Cal., October 7. — There is still con- 
tention about the actual ownership of the Tijuana 
track, according to President Jei-ome A. Bas ety 
of the Zaragosa Investment Company, which claims 
possession of the property, and who is now In the 
City of Mexico. He wires from there disputing 
J. W. Coffroth’s claim to the race course as well 
ns tliat of Coffroth’s organization, the Lower Cali- 
fornia Jockey Club, and makes a statement that 
there has not yet been a decision in the supreme 
court of Mexico, where a case is pending, which 
will decide the ownership and possession of Tijuana.

Scores a Double with Pickwick 
and Elected n. — ^Another 
for Jock Scot. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., October 7.— C. Turner's 
riding was again the feature of the racing at Ja- 
maica today. He rode Elected II., five-year-old 
daughter of Voter — Triompliant, to a fast and im- 
pressive victory over Thunderclap In the Beacon 
Handicap, which was the principal attraction of an 
orrinary Friday card. This was Turner’s second 
success of the afternoon, having scored with Pick- 
wick in the second race. 

Elected II. got away on the inside, crowding Ten- 
Lec over and forcing her back. The next to suffer 
was Thunderclap, the well -supported favorite, which 
was knocked out of his stride. Elected II. then 
began to draw away into a long lead on the back- 
stretch and increased it on the turn in spite of 
Fator’s vigorous efforts to bring Thunderclap up 
for a challenge. The great speed of the Voter mare 
under her light impost was too much for her heavier- 
weighted opponents and they could never overtake 
her. In winning the race Elected II. made the 
fastest time of the meeting for five and a half 
furlongs, running the distance in 1:05%. 

Ten-Lec. after she had been knocked out of con- 
tention at the start, raced forwardly all the way to 
the stretch. There, after being passed by Thunder- 
clap, fought it out gamely with the Rancocaa star, 
but tho burst of speed w’hieh had brought her back 
into a contending position tired her and she faltered 
in the last few strides. She lost second place to 
Thunderclap by a neck. Sea Mint, the only other 
starter, was never a serious contender at any time. 

Young master Bruening’s ride on Leghorn in the 
first race was a stellar performance. He got tho 
Celt filly away well, but showing excellent Judg- 
ment, held to the outside instead of running the 
risk of getting into pockets next to the inside 
rail. Keeping clear by this method he was con- 
tent to let his mount run fourth and f!fth through 
the first part of the race, while Turner, on J. E. 
Widener’s Comic Song, was setting a fast pace 
and racing Modesty into defeat. When he was 
ready he brought Leghorn up on the outside of the 
leaders and went to the front, winning easily by a 
good margin. Comic Song, although tired from 
his early effort, outlasted Modesty for second place. 

SADDLE RING FALSE HOPE. 

In the second race, for some unaccountable rea- 
son, Saddle Ring was made favorite over Pickwick. 
He was a a false hope and failed to finish in the 
money. Favour and Saddle Ring raced head and 
head to tho stretch after drawing away from the 
rest of the field going to the first turn, but 
they really ran each other into defeat in the proc- 
ess. When they rached the stretch Saddle Ring 
began to drop back and Favour quickly gave way 
to Pickwick’s challenge. The Garry Herrmann 
gelding closed a big gap on the far turn and fio- 
shed with a rush. He led by a length at the end, 
while L’EnJoleur also got up in a last minute 
margin in the fifth race. This was her second 

place. 

The first maiden Jockey race of the meeting gave. 
Peters an opportunity to graduate with little effort 
by sitting tight on old Jock Scot while the Ogden 
horse galloped away from his opponents under a 
pull to win by eight lengths. Episode was second 
and old Orderly third. 

Gem easily disposed of Fluff, the early pacemaker, 
at the turn into the stretch and won by a safe 
margin in the fifth race. This was herd second 
victory of the meeting. Fluff outlasted Titanium 
for second place. Turner sent Fluff to the front on 
the first turn and drew away into a long lead 
on the backstretch, but the Celt filly had used 
all her si>eed when Gem challenged and fell an 
easy victim. Slaughter, who bad the mount on 
Mandalay, evidently got into the wrong race. His 
efforts with the gelding were so amateurish as to 
be laughable, and compared rather unfavorably with 
the riding of the maiden Jockeys in the third race. 

A stiff cold wind blew down the backstretch 
through the afternoon, but apparently did not 
have any effect in the way of slowing up the races 
as fast time was recorded iu most of the dashes. 
It chilled the spectators in the stands. The crowd 
was again small. 

Saddle Ring was claimed by J. L. Donahay for 
$1,505. 

W. Dugan has arranged with T. J. Harmon, con- 
tract employer of the promising apprentice rider 
C. Bniening, to take the youngster to Cuba next 
winter for development. 

STAKE RACES TO BE RUN AT EMPIRE 



NEW YORK. N. Y.. October 7.— The final meet- 
ing of the year on the metropolitan track-* will be 
held at Empire City from October 17 to October 20. 
For the seven stakes to be decided at the Yonkers 
meeting a total of 370 nominations have been 
r«eived and they include the topnotchers of the 
various divisl'^ns. The prospects are that more 
horses of the 'cetter class will race at Empire 
this fall than ever before.
